intermarry with Foreigners in the United Kingdom of 
Great Britain and Ireland. 

B e it enacted by the King’s most Excellent Majesty, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the authority of the same, as follows : 

6 1. On and after the passing of this Act every man who is not 

a British subject seeking marriage in the United Kingdom of foreigners 
Great Britain and Ireland with a British subject^ must declare, 
before such marriage is proceeded with, to the officiating minister w ; c i t British 
or registrar who celebrates it, that he is not a British subject, under p 4tKl 

10 a fine of one hundred pounds or one year’s imprisonment. its omission. 

2. Before such marriage is celebrated the man not being a Certfflcates 
British subject must produce a certificate from the consul, , n f ore jg n 
ambassador, or accredited minister of his country in London, “™ tries 
declaring that the said marriage will be binding in his country, and pl . 0lJuced . 

15 that all conditions required by the laws of his country to make the Peralues 
marriage binding there have been complied with, and any officiating t0 n<m 
minister or registrar performing the marriage ceremony between 
such parties without receipt of such certificate shall be liable to a ° laua “ 
fine of one hundred pounds or one year’s imprisonment. 

30 3. This Act may be cited as the Foreigners’ Marriage Short title.
